London, November N.—With all the 
pomp and eircumstance which might 
have attended the obsequies of a member 
of the imperial family, the remains of Sir 
Arthur Sullivan, who died here Thursday 
last, were interred in St. Paul's cathe- 
dral today. Long before the hour fixed 
for the first portion of the services in 
the chapel, an immense crowd assembled 
in the vicinity of the late residence of

of the cortege. 
The clergy and the full choir of the 


toric robes of scarlet and gold, and the 
remains were borne up the aisle behind 
the choir, chanting the plaintive, open- 
ing verses of the burial service. The 
whole service was most impressive, and 
the anthems were specially mournful. The 
audience displayed deep emotion as the 
strains of the anthem, “Yea, Tho’ I 
Walk,” from Sullivan's “Light of the 
World,” resounded through the sacred 


edifice.

South Pittsburg, Sharpsburg and McKées- 
port are inundated and nearly every plant 
fronting the two rivers have been forced 
to shut down. Hundreds of families in 
these districts have either been driven 
from their homes or are living in the 
upptr floors and using skiffs, There 
were many narrow escapes from drown- 
ing during the night and several men are 
reported to the police missing, besides 
those known to have been drowned.

Scranton, Pa., November 27.—On the 
night of July 1, 1897, two men who were 
prowling about the house of a prominent 
coal operator just outside the city limits 
in Dunmore borough were surprised by a 
couple of Dunmore police and one of the 
latter, Officer Patrick Keyes, was shot 
and seriously, though not fatally wound- 
ed. The prowlers escaped. The next 
morning a dynamite bomb, to which was 
fastened a leather strip, by which it could 
be hung to a door knob or nail on the 
side of the house, was picked up at the 
scene of the shooting.

For the second time the child labor 
bill, which sought to prevent children 
under the age of twelve years from work- 
ing in textile factories, has met de- 
feat before the general assembly. The 
triumph of the opponents of. the measure 
on yesterday was coraplete, so complete 
in fact, that there will be no effort to 
reconsider when the house convenes this 
morning. After an extended debate, 
bringing out on both sides the most elo- 
quent and forceful speakers of the house, 
that body has gone on record as opposed 
to child labor legislation by a vote of 104 


to 56. 

The opponents of the Miller substitute 
charged that it was drawn in the inter- 
est of northern capital, and that its di- 
rect effect would be manufacturing and 
commercial loss for the state. They 
went so far as to indicate that the Dill 
originated in the gospel of discontent 
preached by labor agitators in the em- 
ploy of the eastern mill men. This ar- 
gument was not without weight, and the 
defeat of the bill was forecasted long 
before the vote was taken. 

A splendid struggle to secure a favora- 
ble vote was made by Representative 
Seaborn Wright, of Floyd, Speaker John 
D. Little, who took the floor in advo- 
cacy of the measure, Representative 
Houston, of Fulton, and others who pre- 
sented their arguments in a clear and 
forceful manner. 

The session in the senate yesterday 
was brief, and few bills of general im- 
portance were taken up for consideration, 
Today the senate will confirm the nom- 
inations of Judge B. B. Bower, and So- 
licitor A. H. Russell, of the city court 
of Bainbridge.

She proved that the organization of the 
Daughters of the American Revolution 
does active work, not only in preserving 
the ‘history of the past, but making slo- 
rious the history of the present, and told 
many interesting stories relative to the 
work accomplished by her chapter. The 
chair of American history, recently estab- 
lished in Columbia college, she explained, 
was inspired by the efforts of the Daugh- 
ters of the American Revolution who had 
two years previously given a course of 
lectures in American history to the stu- 
dents of Barnard college. 

She mentioned the scholarship given by 
the same chapter to Barnard college, the 
only obligation required of the successful 
applicant being that after completing the 
four years’ course she make the subject 
of American history her specialty. 

She concluded by telling, with dramatic 
force and charm, the story of the gallant 
Captain Avary, of revolutionary fame, 
who, with his young wife, was torture 
by the Hessian soldiers when the latter 
‘were refused information regarding a 
treasure they sought and which was hid- 
den under the house in which Captain 
Avary resided in Westchester county. 
This old manor the New York chapter 
sought out, and within the last Year 
placed a silver tablet in the old oven in 
the wall in which the Hessian soldiers 
heated the irons with which they tortured 
Captain Avary and his wife, and on 
which the latter, when attacked, was 
cooking bread for American soldiers. 

A distinguished member of the New 
York chapter who presided at cere- 
monies at manor house, Mrs. McLean 
stated, was Mrs. de Rennis, of New York, 
a great granddaughter of Captain and 
Mrs, Avary.

Lewis, J.— I. In a suit for the recovery of 

an interest in land, where the defendants 

claim the entire ownership thereof undor 
the will of a person, and introduce evidence 
prior to the death of 
this testator the plaintiff had sold to him all 
interest she ever owned in the land, his death 

did not render the plaintiff incompetent as 

a witness to testify touching the trangactions
